Information From Orient '. Indicates 
PJriri' and Arrogant Stand by 
Russia on Her Demands ''•■■ 

A* great deal of anxiety;- is ex pressed in 
dlplqmated circles in Waahirigton' about 
the Btate of affairs • in the far '-[east;-; ', * The 
latest dispatches from Japan indicate not 
only a aa'ddei increase in the extent of the 
Russian demands, hot, it is asserted, an 
added 'arrogance in the manner in - which 
they. are preseuied, not only in Tokio hut 
also in Pekitf an"d Seoul. 

It appears that iRossia .has .steadily , in- 
cieased'tbe exigency of her demands ever 
since last August; .that while .'pretending 
to take into 'consideration the moderate and 
reasonable suggestions of Japan, every 
fresh : i nstruction fzoax' St/_ Petersburg has 
been couched in tier ma more and more ex- 
acting, till at laat it is hiurd to resist the 
conclusion that Russia ;his .determined 
to force tbo issue of Hostilities upon Japan 
without further delay. 

The Russians now absolutely refuse to 
discuss with Japan. the question of; the in-

The 
fact that not one herd in a-hundred 
can bo found '. that produces so 1 largely 
dees not destroy the ^possibility of 'so- 
curing such cowb, ns It, is a matter of 
breeding arid judicious select Ion. Why 
-should two cows be kept to do- thiB 
work when .one. will answer?" - Two' 
cows require more attention, a greater 
amount of food', arid occupy more 
room. Before a cow can give an ounce 
of milk or butter a por.tion of her fopd 
must he used to repair tbowaato and 
wear on her body, 'The warmth: of the 
Bystem . must bo, kept up, and all th e 
natural conditions be compiled with 
before sho can produce great yields, If 
tho farmer Is compelled to, keep two 
cows to do the work of one, ho'must 
not only furnish the food for ■the milk 
and butter but must provide enough to 
provide two animal systems Instead of 
ono.

Afore young men nnd women are re-, 
celvlng a college education this year than 
ever before in this country. Sure Indica- 
tion of tills educational fact Is gained 
from enrollment reports received by tho 
Ohlcngo Record -He raid froni_ sixty- five 
prominent Institutions of learning. I.iist 
year's phenomenal attendance of 80,000 
at thesa schools Is, no tv increased to more 
than 83,000. The growth reported does 
not confine itself to any section of tho 
United. States or to any specific lines of 
work. The. University ' of California 
shows a substantia! addition to its roll of 
students, the University of Maine does 
likewise, and in tho Stuth and middle 
West, the deans and rcxlstrnrs report a 
similar Increase. Higher requirements 
for admission have not acted as a re- 
straining influence snva in the case of 
Browu University nnd a few other Iso- 
lated Instances. Itemized estimates of 
the attendance show that most of the 
3,000 new students are actual freshmen 
and not poHt-gniduate pupils. The pro- 
fessional schools attached to tlie unlrcp 
sltles have their share of the increase, 
but It Is in the undergraduate, academic- 
al departments thnt the classes evidence 
tho grentest expansion.
